That was the motto in 
Collegeville last week as pro- 
fessors and students pitched 
their old scrap iron, rubber 
boots, and overcoats on one

When all of it was gathered to- 
gether between eight and ten hun- 
dred pounds of scrap iron were load- 
ed on a truck belonging to Sam 
Karnowsky, Rensselaer junk dealer. 
Karnowsky will sell the scrap to 
industries using iron in vital war 
industries. 

On the other side of the pile were 
some seven hundred pounds of scrap 
rubber. Included in the collection, 
also turned over to Karnowsky, was 
a long length of old fire hose made 
of pure rubber inside and out. 
Contribute Old Steel 

Steel tubing from the old power- 
house, pipes, and a ton of window 
weights were part of the junk heap. 
So was an old still Used by the late 
Father Cleinet Scheutte to distill 
peppermint. 

A. few weeks ago, in conformity 
with ah announcement that all used 
‘copper and zinc half tones be dis- 
mounted and the metal disposed of, 
several hundred pounds of these cuts 
were sold. . Stereotype metal added 
another contribution to the scrap 
heap then. 

The money obtained from the sale 
of the scrap rubber was turned over 
to the United Service Oiagfl n .izalimi- 

The Rev.Norman Roller , C.PP.S., was 
in charge of the rubber drive, and 
the Rev. John Baeehle, C.PP.S., 
handled the scrap iron collection. 

Members of the Dwenger Mission 
Society continue to carry on their 
waste-paper collection. Several tons 
of paper were baled and sold to 
the junk dealer last year.
